PART V 
MONEY 


LET US IMAGINE a small tropical island in the South Seas, where thc 
waters teem with edible fish, the jungle is full of game, and all sorts 
of fruits and vegetables grow freely and with no cultivation. If we 
assume that the entire population of this island consists of half a dozen 
people, and if no outsiders ever visit this island, we can readily see that 
there would be little or no reason to create the medium of exchange which 
we call money. 

If one member of the group chanced to be more agile than the others, 
and therefore better able to climb trees and gather fruit, another wouid 
prove to be more adept at catching fish, while a third might develop 
superior methods of hunting game, etc. In this case, each of these indi- 
viduals would find himself with a surplus of the particular commodity or 
service in which he specialized, but it would be relatively simple to arrange 
a direct exchange of the goods or service. There would be no need to 
create an artificial medium for such exchange. This method of direct 
exchange of goods or services is known as the barter system. 

Such a system would operate quite efficiently, so long as there were 
only a few persons involved, and provided that their needs were few and 
simple. As the community grew in size and population however, and as 
the total number of available good and services increased, the hunter 
would find that he had less and less time available for hunting because it 
required more and more of his time to locate those who wished to trade 
for the meat. Eventually, centers of trade would be established . . . specific 
locations where all those who had a surplus of any commodity could con- 
gregate, so that the exchange could be made more quickly and efficiently. 

This market place would solve a part of the problem of exchange, but 








there would still be difficulties. The hunter would discover that it fre- 
quently happened that the individual who desired his meat did not possess 
the commodity for which he wished to trade, and that those who did have 
the commodity had no particular need, at that moment, for his meat. !f 
he were to dispose of his surplus, and at the same time fill his own needs, 
a complicated and roundabout series of trades would have to be under- 
taken. It would soon be realized in the community there there was a need 
for a medium of exchange...a single symbol of value which could repre- 
sent a fish, a cut of meat, a basket of fruit, or an afernoon’s work on a 
building project. And so money comes to our little tropic isle, solving 
some of our problems, but bringing with it a host of others. 


The object, or material which is chosen as a medium of exchange, 
must be something which is acceptable to everyone. If the fisherman is 
to exchange his fish for mere symbols\of value, he must be sure that the 
hunter or the fruit gatherer will accept these same symbols in exchange 
for their produce. Suppose we consider the use of sea shells as money on 
this particular island. We can readily see that we would have to choose a 
particular kind of shell which was not too plentifully found along fhe 
beaches. Otherwise, the fisherman, instead of trading his fish for the 
shells, would find it simpler to walk along the beach and collect his own. 
When we have chosen a particular kind of shell to use as money, its value 
in trade will automatically be determined by its scarcity. If the fisherman, 
while diligently combing the beach, could find an average of two shells per 
hour, and if, while diligently fishing, he could catch an average of one fish 
per hour, then two shells would be equal in value to one fish, since they 
represent the same amount of human effort. This ratio would hold true 
until the total value of the shells in use was equal to the total value of all 
the goods and services available. 

Since the shells have no inherent value and are simply symbols of 
the goods and services which they represent, if more shells are introduced, 
the value of each will decline, and the shell seeker will find it more profit- 
able to go fishing. Thus if we adopt as a medium of exchange an object 
that has no intrinsic value, and yet requires a certain amount of human 
effort to obtain, we will have a money system which is inherently stable 
since it is controlled entirely by the law of supply and demand, which is 
a natural law that requires no human agreement or legislation. 
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Each man is his own absolute law-giver, the dispenser of glory or

WHAT WAS IT? 


“As I was walking along Walnut Street in a westerly direction, at 
approximately 7:50 P.M., July 3, 1957, near the intersection of Mar Vista 
Avenue my attention was dranwn to a dark object in the sky to the north- 
west. At first glance I thought it was a kite, but as I watched its behavior 
it appeared that the object was not a kite, but something that looked more 
like a sausage about five or six feet in diameter and perhaps ten or twelve 
feet long. It was larger than I had at first thought, and therefore probably 
somewhat farther away than it first appeared to be . I estimated its first 
appearance to have been in the vicinity of Orange Grove and Los Robles 
Avenues, Pasadena, and the altitude at approximately 1000 feet. it was 
dark colored, showed no lights at any time, no vapor trail (of course!) or 
smoke trail, or flame. It bobbed up and down and sideways, rather 
erratically, for a few minutes, gained perhaps two hundred feet or so of 
altitude, and then started toward La Canada in the northwest. its course 
appeared fairly level, but its “flight” was almost amusing. It kept turn- 
ing from side to side, swinging lazily in about a 90 degree horizontal are, = 
as though it was casually looking at everything to its right and then turn- 
ing to look at everything on its left. 1 don’t think it was making complete 
revolutions, but I may be mistaken about this. The swings were quite 
regular, and it kept on doing this until out of sight at a point I estimated 
to be about over the Los Angeles County fire station at the north end of 
the Devil’s Gate Freeway project in La Canada, some six or seven air 
miles away. The object traveled this distance in approximately fifteen 
minutes. During this entire time there was no evidence that any air was 
stirring. In my immediate vicinity the leaves on the trees were motionless | 
except for the slight movements created by the rushing of traffic. Clouds 7 
of smog, plainly visible against the western sky, and apparently lying at | 
about the level of the UFO, didn’t move at all. I therefore assume the | 
thing had some inward method of propulsion. If it had been a balloon how | 


did it travel six miles in fifteen minutes?”

AMARILLO, Tex., July 23—'®—Two women were injured last night when 
a Trans-World airliner dipped suddenly in what its pilot said was an 
attempt to dodge an unidentified cbject. 





Miss Mary Clark, 68, of North Adams, Mass., suffered head lacera- 
tions and a bruised back when thrown to the floor of the airliner. She was 
hospitalized here. 

The hostess, Miss Dorothy Rekow, suffered a bruised hip and possible 
back injuries. She said a suitcase fell on her. She went on to Tucson with 
the flight. 

The pilot of the four-engine Constellation said he was flying at 18,090 
feet on instruments when he sighted the running lights of an object bear- 
ing down on them. ; 

Capt. G. M. Schemel of Kenosha, Wis., said he dropped his plane 500 
feet to avoid hitting the mysterious object and it went overhead. He said 
the incident occurred at 10 p.m. 

“T have no idea what the object was,” he said. “When you see some- 
thing like that you’re too busy avoiding it to try to identify it.”

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@ RADIATION

The American Association of University Women is officially opposed to 
much more nuclear bomb testing. 

Two thousand delegates, representing some 40,000 college-educated 
American women cast a resounding vote for United States efforts toward 
an international agreement to suspend nuclear tests. 

They voted that atomic energy should “be progressively removed 
from military stockpiles and placed in the service of industry” under an 
international atomic energy agency. 

These resolutions came after a day filled with discussions on foreign 
aid and international responsibilities. It was the fifth day of the associa- 
tion’s Diamond Jubilee convention in the Hotel Statler, Boston. 

Francis O. Wilcox, Assistant Secretary of State for International 
Organization Affairs, told the women from all parts of the nation that 
AAUW resolutions can have a real influence on government policy. 

“T can assure you formal resolutions and petitions by organizations 
such as yours have much influence both on the legislative and executive 
departments of our government... They are an indispensable part of the 
policy-forming process in a democracy.” 


FALL OUT TAINTING OF FISH FEARED 
From Los Angeles Mirror-News, July 25, 1957. 
SACRAMENTO, July 25—(®—An official of the State Fish and Game 
Department said today it “is conceivable a person could get a pretty good 


dose of radioactivity” by eating fish taken from waters containing radio- 
active snow runoff. 

But Frank Bragg, FGD information officer, said there have been no 
reports of radioactive fish being found in California. 


The State Public Health Department had reported that spot checks ; 
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disclosed ‘a level of radioactivity higher than standard” in Sierra snow 
runoff at Lassen Park in Lassen County, Donner Summit in Nevada 
County and Gold Lake in Sierra County. 


It said the radioactivity came from fall-out from Nevada atomic tests.

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@ INTERSTELLAR SPIRITS 


Out of the stilted text of a book published in the year 1758, trans- 
lated into English from Latin during the 19th cenfury, comes the descrip- 
tion of something seen regularly in the spirit world by the Lord’s servant, 
Emanuel Swedenborg (1688-1772), which adds up to an unearthly sight 
like a flying saucer. The book on “Earths in the Universe” tells how 
spirits from the planet Mercury wander among the stars in crowds which 
move in a formation like a globe. These spirits told him they knew of 
hundreds of thousands of planets inhabited by mankind. 

“They do not abide long in one place,” goes the story, “or in company 
with the spirits of one world, but wander through the universe.” (EU 24.) 
“The spirits of that planet (Mercury) go in companies and phalanxes, 
and when assembled together they form as it were a globe; thus they are 
joined together by the Lord, that they may act in unity, and knowledges 
of each may be communicated to all and knowledges of all with each— 
as is the case in heaven.” (EU 25). 

Flying saucer fans are divided into two classes, one looking only for 
material solid craft from other planets, the other accepting reports of 
sightings seen by extra-sensory perception, some folks being able to see 
them, but others not. This class leans on telepathy for reported contacts 
if the space people are not actually seen. The massed flights of spirits 
described by Swedenborg would come in this class. In the same work he 
describes a telepathic session with some who were vastly distant, heading 
for the stars at that time. 

“That they wander through the universe to acquire the knowledges 
of things, appeared to me also from this circumstance, that once, when 
they appeared very remote from me, they discoursed with me thence, 
saying that they were then gathered together, and journey out of the 
sphere of this world into the starry heaven.” (idem).
